Tfcelr I>uli of 8re>ed Wnon Atanaed by the 


The rapidity with which the different 


zebras have been exterminated, owing 
to -the advance of civilization in South 
Africa, is shown by reference to soch 
worlca as that of Sir Cornwallis Harris, 
written in 184(0, in which the author 
tells ns that the qnagga was at the time 
found in "interminable herds," bands 
of many hundreds being frequently 
•een, while he describes Harebell 'a ze- 
bra as congregating in herds of 80 or 
100, and abounding to a great extent, 
but now, after the expiration of but 50 
years, the one species is extinct or 
practically eo, while the other baa been 
driven much farther afield and its num- 
bers are yearly being reduced. 


This author's description of the com- 


mon zebra is well worth repeating. He 
says: •'Seeking tbe wildest and most 
sequestered spots, haughty .troops aref 
exceedingly difficult to approach, aa 
well on account of their extreme agility^ 
and ileetness of foot as from the abrupt* 
and inaccessible nature of their high- 
land abode. Under the special charge 
of a sentinel, so posted on some adja- 
cent crag as to command a view of ev- 
ery avenue of approach, the checkered 
herd whom 'painted skins adorn' is to 
be viewed perambulating some; rocky 
ledge, on which the rifle ball alone can 
reach them. No sooner has the note of 
alarm been sounded by the vedette, than, 
pricking their long ears; the whole 
Bock hurry forward to ascertain the na- 
ture of tho approaching danger, and 
saving gazeid a moment at the advanc- 
ing hunter, whisking their brindled 
;ails ela/*? belter skelter .away they 
:lranaer,*, /own icrnggy precipices and 
over yawning ravines, where no less 
agile foot could dare to follow them i" 


Of BarcheU's zebra^hesays, "Fierce, 


strong, fleet and surpassingly beautiful, 
there is perhaps no quadruped in the 
creation, not even excepting; the moun- 
ain zebra, more splendidly attired or 
presenting a picture of raore singularly 
attractive beauty. " : Zebrfifl >re by no 
means amiable; animals/ and .though 
many of the stories told of their ferdc- 
ty are doubtless much exaggerated they 
have BO far not proved themselves 
amenable to domestication.— Saturday 
Review.

THK TARIFF Ig ON. 


Yesterday the Democrats nuuterec 


180 memberu, six more than a quorum, 
ib the House of Representatives. Ser 
eral of those were in custody of tb 
Bwrgeant-at-Arms, under the resolution 
adopted last Saturday. The members 
under arrest voted with the others t 
take op the Wilson tariff bill, and 
special order to take a vote on the bill 
on the 29th instant was carried by 
vote of 176 to 1. 


Wilson of West Virginia, the autho 


of the bill and the gentleman who in 
trodoced the repeal bill at the specia 
session, opened the debate. He attrib 
ated all the ilia from which the coon 
try suffers to the tariff, as he did t 
the Sherman act in the special session. 
He said that for seven successive ses- 
sions of Congress the tariff has been 
the chief matter of controversy in botl 
Houses, bat he might have said a 
much of the silver question and adde< 
a few more sessions of Congress. Th 
bill before the House, he said, was 
necessarily a compromise measure 
aaodifled by the Wayi; r,nd Means com 
mittee and the financial condition o 
the country. While the latter made 
the lessening of taxes important, it 
made the work of reduction more diffl 
cult, as the Government receipts are 
less than the exenditnres. He blamec 
the Republican party for the present 
condition of business and said the 
object of the bill is to revise and re- 
form the vicious legislation which has 
caused the present deplorable state oi 
affairs. 


A Republican, probably Reed or 


Burrows, will open the debate againsl 
the bill, but, whoevever he may be, he 
will attribute the financial depression 
and commercial stagnation to the fear 
that the Wilson bill will become a law 
Neither party in the debate will refer 
to the true cause of the distress which 
now prevails—that is the demonetiza- 
tion of silver. No wonder the Journa 
of the Knight» of Labor says that funny 
old thing—the tariff—is again being 
used,as an excuse for lowering wages. 
Under the MoKinley bill Democratic 
employers insist on reducing wages 
because trade is restricted and there 
are no foreign markets. Now, under 
the proposed Wilson bill, Republican 
manufacturers ask men to work for 
lower wages because they must com- 
pete with foreign labor. 


TUB 
MONKY QUESTION. 


The money question, like Banquo's 


ghost, will not down. It keeps bobbing 
up every few r'aya in Congress. The 
Hawaiian, Federal Elections, and Tariff 
House and Senate. The members from 
the West and South know thatthsy 
must set themselves rigM with their 
coustituteuts by making amends for 
voting for the Repeal bill, if *,hey hope 
to bo roaieoted next November. A full 
House and about one-third of ths ?en- 
ate is to be chosen, and the members 
who voted on the wrong side of the 
silver question must expect defeat if 
they represent Western or Southern 
constituencies. 


The Montana Tribune has been scan- 


ning the political horizon and not only 
sees a silver Congress, but a free coin- 
age President to succeed Cleveland. 
It says:

Republicans Awaiting farther Detail* 


Hefore Commencing Proceeding*. 
WASHINGTON, January a—The latest 


information in reference to the confer- 
ence of the Republican leaden of both 
booses of Congress to consider whether 
impeachment proceedings could be in- 
stituted against President Cleveland 
for his actions in dealing with Hawaii 
is that the matter has been postponed 
until the latest actions accredited to 
Minister Willis, as reported in the 
Aukland dispatch and via the cutter 
Corwin, have been officially confirmed. 


That the Republican leaders have 


had this plan under consideration is 
known to be an absolute fact. It was 
seriously discussed yesterday and has 
been considered in an informal, if not 
formal, conference to-day. There is no 
doubt existing in the minds of those 
who have information direct from the 
State Department but that Minister 
Willis has acted just as reported. 


However, Republicans of the level- 


headed class do not care to take up 
the impeachment scheme until all the 
facts have been officially submitted to 
Congress. They believe that, in view 
of the serious condition of affairs, this 
is now the only politic course to pur- 
sue. That they think that President 
Cleveland has gone beyond constitu- 
tional bounds is certain, for the latest 
move by Minister Willib, in demanding 
that the Provisional Government abdi- 
cate in favor of the Queen, is nothing 
more nor nothing less than a declara- 
tion of war without the consent of 
Congress, which, according to consti- 
tutional international lawyers, leaves 
bbe President open for impeachment.

Senator Dolph in a recent speech de- 


livered in the United States Senate, 
quoted from a table of statistics, which 
was also used by Senator Mills, of 
Texas, to show that the farmers of the 
United States were in a highly pros- 
perous condition, much • more so than 
formerly.. In this table of statistics it 
was shown that between the years 1873 
and 1891 the articles which the farmer 
had £to sell had declined in price an 
average of 26 per cent, while the articles 
which the farmer, had to buy bad de- 
clined an average of 55 per cent. There- 
fore they argue that the farmers are 
greatly benefited by the decline in 
prices for the reason that what the 
farmer has to buy has declined more 
rapidly than that what he-has to sell. 


Now let us see how much Senators 


Mills and Dolph know about this great 
benefit which the farmer has received 
by the general decline in prices. For 
example we will take the wheat, crop. 
According to Mills' table the price of 
wheat declined 30 per cent. What 
does a decline of 30 per cent in the 
price of wheat mean to the farmer? 
All. the available interest the fanner 
has in his crop is what it will sell for 
above the cost of production, and any 
shrinkage in the price of his crop 
.comes directly out of the farmer's in- 
terest in that crop. A shrinkage of 30 
per cent in the price of wheat may 
mean to the farmer a shrinkage of 100 
per cent of his interest in the crop, and 
if his wheat has to be sold at or below 
the cost of production, where is the 
farmer going to get the money to buy 
these articles which Dolph and Mills 
claim have fallen 55 per cent f And 
where is the farmer going to get the 
money to pay the interest on his mor- 
tgage T It makes very little difier- 
ence to the farmer or anyone elsa how 
cheap an article is if he cannot pro- 
cure tne money with which to buy.

day last of Harry Poole by Mrs. Shat- 
tnok of.' Carson are taken- from yester- 
day's Ea.am.iner: 


Yesterday at about 11 o'clock murder 


was done at 413 Stevenson street. The 
victim was Harry Poole. The bullet 
that ended his life was fired by Mrs. 
Shattuck of Carson city, Nevada, at a 
range so close that the powder burned 
the face of the victim. The bullet en- 
tered the brain, causing immediate 
death. 


It appears that there was no actual 


eye-witness to the tragedy. In an ad- 
joining room was Miss Shattuck, a 
Tivoli chorus girl, daughter of the 
woman who did the shooting, and the 
affianced wife of the man who was shot. 
She it was who first brought against 
the mother the charge of murder when 
the latter had declared that Poole had 
taken bis own life. 


Harry Foole called at the bouse at 


about 10 o'clock. He went up stairs 
and was talking to the daughter when 
Mrs. Shattuck called him into her bed- 
room. She was in bed and be must 
have gone over and sat on the edge of 
the bed, judging from the position in 
which his body was found. Almost 
instantly there was the report of a pis- 
tol. Truly Shattuck, the daughter, 
rushed in and saw him in a heap on the 
floor at the edge of the bed and at once 
became hysterical. Foole was uncon- 
scious and the blood was flowing from 
a wound in his right temple. 


Policeman Desmond was one of the 


first to enter the house after tie shoot- 
ing. When Desmond entered the hoube 
a dramatic scene was being enacted. 
Mrs. Shattuok volunteered the state- 
ment to the policeman that Poole had 
shot himself in a fit of despondency. 
She seemed highly excited and hyster- 
ical. Her daughter stood by and heard 
the mother's statement, but she did not 
allow the facts to remain clouded very 
long. 


"It's not -so," she declared with in- 


tense energy. "Yon shot him your- 
self!" 


And Mrs. Shattuok was placed under 


arrest and found not too ill to be taken 
to jail. 


The wounded man was carried down 


stairs on a stretcher and placed in the 
patrol wagon. He was unconscious, 
and the blood still flowed from the 
wound where the bullet had entered 
and trickled down his powder-burned 
face 
But a faint spark of life lingered 


and before the wagon had rolled over 
many blocks of cobbles the young man 
was dead. 


Truella Shattuck, as she is known, 


has been a chorus girl at the Tivoli for 
a year, and stands high in the estimate 
of- the management both as to pro- 
fessional ability and in personal char- 
acter. Her real name is Buoharde, but 
she adopted that of her stepfather. The 
girl, though prostrated by the dreadful 
occurrence, told her story to Policeman 
Dennan. 
"I loved Mr. Poole with all my heart 


and soul," she said. "Mother knew 
this and did not like it. 


I became very Intimate with Mr. 


Poole before mother knew of 
the 


matter. Then she learned of it some- 
how and we have had trouble ever 
since. 


"I 
was going away to-morrow. 


Mother insisted that I must be married 
to Mr. Poole before I left the city. She 
said she would force him to marry me 
if she had to. 


"Then she told me to write to" him 


and tell him to come see her. I didn't 
want to. But mother insisted, and said 
if I didn't she would. 
" So at last I wrote him a note beg- 


ging him to forgive mamma and that 
she was dying and for him to come at 
once to me so he could see her while 
she was yet alive. 


"I sent this letter by a messenger 


boy. 
Mr. Foole must have come to me 


as soon as he received it. I took him 
right to mamma's room. 


"Then we quarreled. 
Mamma in- 


sisted that he must marry me to-day. 
He said he would gladly if he could. 
But he told her he couldn't because 
the marriage license office was closed. 


"I tried to show mamma that it 


would be impossible to get married to- 
day, too., 


" But she still said it must be done. 


They were still talking, aud Mr. Poole 
was promising that be would marry to- 
morrow, when I left the room to get a 
drink of water. 


I was standing in the kitchen when 


I heard a shot. I heard mother cry 
and rushed into the room. Mr. Poole 
had fallen with his head against the 
bed." Mother sat at the head of the bed, 
laughing and crying and taking on as 
if she were not in her right mind. 
Then I rushed down stairs and got the 
lady who lives in the lower fiat to come 
up. When she reached mother's room 
Mr. Poole was lying on the floor." 


She thinks her mother must have 


been insane, as Poole's promise to 
marry her to-day left no excuse for 
pistoling him. 


The police are inclined to scout the 


insanity theory. 


Harry Poole was a popular young 


man, a member of Company B, C. N. 
G., and fond of society. He was gay 
and careless, and of a character to 
make friends. 
He lived with his 


mother, Mra. Newlauds, at No. 684 Va- 
lencia street.

A SECOND EDISON. 


Nicola Telia One of the Greatent Scien- 


tists of the Age. 


One of the moat daring experiment- 


ers of the latest decade of thenine- 
;eenth century is Nicola Tesla, who 
was unknown in the scientific world 
five or oix years ago, but who to-day is 
regarded as a second Edison. 


The Scientific Press says it is impossi- 


ble to sum up his achievements in a 
few words, he has discovered, or rather 
demonstrated, the possibility of illum- 
ination without wires or globules in 
almost exact imitation of daylight. 
This light he can vary to order, and 
although he has not been able to bring 
it to what he termed a commercial 
basis, he has advanced so far in the 
direction that comparative little re- 
mains to be done-before the public can 
buy daylight by the room instead of by 
the lamp or light And this is but one 
of his marvels. He has produced a 
flame which does not consume and 
which gives out no heat whatever, and 
has thus laid the foundation for un- 
told developments in every phase of 
electrical work. In the ^production of 
ozone by electricity he has also scored 
a distinct triumph. He has shown that 
nearly all sanitary problems can be 
solved by the aid of electricity, and he 
has also made immense strides in the 
direction of solving the problem of par- 
celing out electrical force and enabling 
it to be applied to manual labor in 
every possible direction. 


He was invited to London and ex- 


plain his experiments on the very spot 
made immortal by Faraday. He went, 
and was received by the Royal Institu- 
tion with due honors. The moment 
bus fingers grasped his long glass tubes 
they glowed with a softened splendor, 
aud when he waved them over his head 
they gleamed with a radiance which 
was described as weird, if not ghostly. 
He manufactured flames which ap- 
peared dangerous in the extreme, and 
then placed them in a wooden box, 
which was absolutely unaffected by 
them. He repeated these experiments, 
with several others, while the guest of 
the National Electric Convention in 
St. Louis, at the end of February, and 
he also explained the details somewhat 
more fully.

and had never any dealings with him. 


The argument of the attorneys, 


Clarke & Jones for the defendant and 
District Attorney Curler on the part of 
the State, closed at 9 o'clock, when the 
case went to the jury. As they had not 
agreed on a verdict up to 10 o'clock, 
Judge Cheney went home and they 
were left to make a night of it.

TbeKitat* CbaDged Owners. 
The following remarkable incident 


^n the life of the late Bamnel Wilber- 
force, bishop of Oxford and afterward 
of Winchester, is related as absolutely 
authentic, and the good bishop himself 
iaaaid to have many times rehearsed 
the story to his friends. 
Bishop Wil- 


berf orce was most prominent among his 
ccntemporatres of tbe English clergy 
and was once a leader of the high 
church party. He, however, frequent- 
ly found time to devote to the social 
side of life and was sometimes styled 
the "bishop of society." 


On a certain occasion the worthy 


bishop had accepted an invitation to 
stay at a country house not far from 
London. Entering the drawing room 
previous to dinner on the evening of his 
arrival, he noticed a priest—evidently 
of the Roman communion—sitting by 
the open fire and taking no part in the 
general conversation. Tbe bishop was 
somewhat surprised at not being pre- 
sented to the priest, and his astonish- 
ment was great when, a few momenta 
later, dinner being announced, the 
guests retired, leaving the priest at his 
place by the fire. The hostess having 
assigned Bishop Wilberf orce the seat of 
honor at her right hand, as soon as an 
opportunity offered he remarked: 


"I beg your pardon, madam, but 


may I inquire who was the priest we 
left sitting apart in the drawing room?" 


"Ah, you have seen him, then?" re- 


plied the lady. "It is not every one 
who has that privilege. I cannot tell 
you who he is or whence he comes. 
For many years this specter has •haunted 
the house and grounds—it has, in fact, 
been a tradition in the family. 
He 


seems to do no harm, and although he 
appears only occasionally we have be- 
come quite accustomed to our friendly 
ghost." 
' 'How very singular t" remarked his 


lordship. "But have you never ad- 
dressed your priestly specter?" 


"Indeed, I have had no opportunity, 


nor the desire, for that matter," re- 
sponded the hostess, growing pale. 


"May I take the liberty now?" in- 


quired the dignitary. 
" With all my heart, yonr lordship," 


replied the lady. 
The bishop arose, 


and returning to tho drawing room 
found the priest where he had left him 
a few minutes before. Having uo fear, 
tbe bishop said kindly: 


"Who are you, my friend, and why 
are you here?" 
The specter seemed to sigh deeply and 
say, as though to itself, "At last!" 


Then, in a hollow voice, addressing 


the bishop, it continued: "I am tbe 
spirit of a priest who left this world 
some 80 years ago, and I am here to 
impart to any one who will receive it 
'a secret which died with me. I could 
not rest in my grave while a great 
wrong was being done which it was in 
my power to right. I have been re- 
turning all these years in the hope some 
one would address me, for it was not 
given to me to be the first to speak. All 
men have shunned me until now, and 
it ia your mission to do my bidding. 1 
was a priest of the church of Borne 
and was called to this house 80 years 
ago to receive the confession of a dying 
man. He was the sole possessor of a 
secret, the knowledge of which would 
alter materially the entail of this vast 
estate, and in his death this man wished 
to repair the terrible wrong he had 
brought upon his kin. 


"At his request I wrote down the 


confession word for word, as he gave 
it to me, nnd when he finished had 
barely time to administer the final sac- 
rament of the church before he expired 
in my arms. It was very important 
that 1 should return to London that 
night, and in passing through the libra- 
ry to leave the house I concluded it 
would be safer not to carry the paper 
on which was written the confession 
away with me, but to place it in some 
secure, unseen spot, where I could ob- 
tain it the follow iug day and deliver 
the document 10 the person for whom 
it was i,: 
|,.-Jv.t«I. Mounting tbe steps 


to the b^ui: shelves, I took out a copy 
of Young's 'Night Thoughts,' which 
was the first book upon the uppermost 
shelf nearest the last window, and in- 
serting the paper carefully between its 
leaves I replaced the book and depart- 
ed. A horse was awaiting me at the 
door, but ere we reached the entrance 
of the grounds he took fright. I was 
thrown and instantly killed. Thus died 
the secret of my confessor with me. No 
one, has disturbed that book in all these 
years, and no one has had the courage 
to address this messenger from the un- 
known, The paper will be found as I 
baye stated, and now remains for yon 
to correct the injustice which has BO 
long been upon this noble family. My 
mission is over, and I can rest in 
peace." 
, At the close of this remarkable speech 
the specter faded gradually from sight, 
and the bishop was left gazing into 
space.- Recovering from his astonish- 
ment, Bishop Wilberforce went at once 
to the library and found the book ex- 
actly as indicated by the specter. In 
Its secluded corner, upon the top shelf, 
thick with the dust of ages, evidently 
the book had remained unmolested 
many years. There was the document 
just as described, but now faded and 
yellow. The secret of the confession 
never became known to the world. The 
good bishop regarded it as a confidence 
from the spiritual world and always 
ended the story with the assurance that 
the priestly specter was never again 
seen., It is a fact, however, that about 
the time of this extraordinary occur- 
rence the mag&ificent estate in question 
passed into possession of a remote mem- 
ber of the family, who until then had 
lived in obscurity.—New York Timea,

The X.amp llocU of Asia.

Court Martial Witnesses. 


All court martial witnesses who are 


Protestants are sworn by laying then 
right hand, ungloved, on tho Bible, 
closed or open, while the oath is re- 
cited. Kissing the book is frequently 
required in addition to the laying on of 
the hand. Raising the right hand and 
keeping ifc raised during the recital of 
the oatn is also a form adopted by a 
number. There are many who prefer to 
afflim inlher than to swear, and those 
are accommodated by saying: "You do 
solsmnly affirm," instead of "solemnly 
swear," the right hand being raised 
or placed on the Bible as before. Form- 
erly it was lequirert to place the right 
hand on the open Evangelists. 


In sweating Roman Catholics, the 


Bible is closed and has mnikecl on tbe 
outer cover a cross, generally cut out of 
wlnto paper and pasted on. Sometimes 
a crucifix i& placed upon it, which the 
witness, nftor tho oath is recited, kisses 
when there is any suspicion in the mind 
of the president of the court martial, or 
in that of any of its members. The 
witness, if a Roman Catholic, after 
kissing the cross, is frequently directed 
to cioss himself.—New York Times.
